FTF Corporation of Guildford, Obtained an Act of the Pretended Parliament, 165 1. to 

Impower them to Cut the River Wye Navigable, and if they were not Able, then Mr. 

Pitſon, and Scotcher, to do it, at the Requeſt of Guildford, declaring their Inability; 

Pitſon and Scotcher way into Partnerſhip, Mr. Darnells, undertook it, and Contracted 

with Sir Richard Weſton, for the Workmanſhip and Land- paſſage, at 6000. J. Whereof 

they Paid him 3 600. J. down, and granted the Moyty of the Profits of Navigation when 
affected, for the other 3000, J. 

Sir Richard Weſton afterwards, Sold to Pitſon and others, his Intereſt in the Moyty of 

the Navigation, for 3100. /. and Died, the Work unperfected. 

The Son of Sir Richard Weſton, pretended to perform his Fathers Contract, and to him 
Mir. Pitſon, Advanced 5000. J. more, but he alſo Failing, Mr. Pitſon, with Expence of 
2000. J. more, Finiſhed the ſaid Navigation in 1653. 

Sir Richard Weſton, nor his Son, having not Paid all the Land-Owners with whom they had Contracted for the 
Lands Cut through, and ſome of the ſaid Lands being Parcel of the Waſte of the Kings, which Dickenſon and ſome 
others, took Leaſes of on purpoſe to get ſome Pretences to the ſaid River : Many Differences have ſince Ariſen and 
Occaſioned great Suits, and almoſt 1 fa Pablick and Conſiderable Work. k
